PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 
GREENWOOD — 1957 


The ceoperative efforts and observations of school per- 
sonnel and public health personnel are necessary to control, 
limit and prevent rheumatic fever, cardiac disorders, diabetis, 
dental caries, epilepsy, and other ailments. 


Continuous health supervision of the pre-school child is 
such a great importance to his future health; parents should 
be urged to keep him under private medical or dental care, or 
take him to community clinics, such as the well-child health 
conferences. 


In January and February, third polio immunizations 
were given along with firsts and seconds—ihus making a 
nearly 100% immunized school population. The pre-school 
age group received their polio immunization in February. 


It is desirable for communities to form a health council 
or to have a sponsoring active organization support the pub- 
lie health nursing program. No complete health program 
can be successfully carried out without the support, under. 
standing and active participation of the community. 


In closing, I wish to thank the volunteer helpers, the 
school personnel and all others who have assisted with the 
health program this year.

TOWN OF GREENWOOD 
January 1, 1957 to December 31, 1957 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Green- 
wood has been completed for the municipal year ended De- 
cember 31, 1957. The audit ineluded an examination of the 
financial records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, Tax 
Collector and Town Treasurer and the town meeting records 
of the Town Clerk. 


An analysis of the results of the year’s operations re- 
vealed that available funds exceeded expenditures $4,519.99. 
Overdrafts and unexpended balances are summarized as 
follows: 


Operating Accounts 


Unexpended balances $5,343.57 

Overdrafts 823.58 

Net Unexpended Balances $4,519.99 
Recommendations 


The monthly bank statement should be reconciled with 
the eash book at least monthly. 


An accurate account must be kept of monies deducted 
from the nay of town employees and care taken that the 
full amount due government agencies is disbursed to 
them on income tax and social security accounts. It is 
suggested that if accounts are reconciled and checks 
drawn monthly this reconciliation might be made more 
readily. 


Assets 


The cash balance of $19,392.20 was reconciled with a 
statement furnished by the National Bank of Commerce, 
Portland, Me. (Schedule A-1). Cash was counted at the 
audit date and reconciled with the closing balance. Cash 
receipts and deposits were analyzed on a monthly basis. 
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Other assets were reviewed and reconciled with balances 
shown on the records of the Secretary. Investments were 
verified by physical examination. Letters of verification 
were utilized on a sample basis and receipts issued after the 
close of the year were reviewed to verify other balances.

The town’s only recorded liability at the audit date 
consisted of withholding tax deductions in the amount of 
$277.60. This consisted of deductions from the checks of 
the town employees for the month of December in the amount 


of $208.50 and underpayments in the second and third quar- 
ters in the amount of $23.20 and $45.90 respectively. 


Reserves and Surplus 


The appropriation account balances at the year end to- 
taled $3,588.52 (Exhibit D), representing educational ac- 
count balances earried forward as required by Statute. 


An overage in the Treasurer’s cash account is reflected 
in the balance sheets as a treasurer’s suspense account. Audit 
analysis undertaken to determine the source of these funds 
indicated that the overage resulted from the underpayment 
of town obligations, since all receipts were deposited in full. 
This account is available to satisfy any, obligation of the Town 
revealed in its subsequent operations. 


Surplus 


The unappropriated surplus at the year end amounted to 
$19.793.04, an increase of $2,020.12 as compared with the pre- 
ceding year. This increase was oceasioned principally by 
the excess of available funds over expenditures of $4,519.99 
less-transfers to operating accounts of $2,810.85. Full detail 
is presented in Exhibit C. 


Trust and Reserve Funds 
Trust fund principals totaled $1,168.00 while unexpend- 
ed income amounted to $259.88. These were represented by 


time deposits of $1,674.06 with the amount of $244.95 due 
the general fund. 


The examination indicated that trust fund disbursements 
are being made from the general fund checking account, with

an asset account set up at the year end to show the amount 
due from the trust fund time deposits. It is suggested that 
a transfer be made from trust fund time deposits to the gen- 
eral fund to satisfy this account. 


The Road Improvement reserve fund was transferred 
in full during the year to the Gates Bridge Construction, as 
authorized by Article 33 of the 1957 town meeting. 


The Fire Protection reserve fund amounted to $432.51 
at the year end. This amount was represented by a time de- 
posit. The amount of $964.80 was transferred to the general 
fund during the year. 


General 


The examination of the Town Clerk’s records revealed 
that transfers from surplus to certain operating accounts 
totaling $2,810.85 were authorized by the townspeople. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Ex- 
ternal verifications were utilized on a sample basis to de- 
termine the aceuracy of recorded assets. Receipts, vouchers, 
and cancelled checks were examined for a selected period. 
Major fiuetutations in revenue and expense were reviewed. 
Bond coverage was reviewed and listed. Excise tax collee- 
tions were verified by examination of the copies of the re- 
ceipts retained by the Collector. Treasurer’s receipts and 
deposits were analyzed and warrants and bank charges were 
reviewed to determine the source of an overage in the Treas- 
urer’s cash account. Withholding tax deductions and the 
quarterly payment to the Director of Internal Revenue were 
analyzed to determine its correctness of payments on these 
accounts. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the Town. Audit procedures 
were followed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these 
statements. 
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It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position of 
the Town at December 31, 1957, and the result of its opera- 


tions for the year then ended.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Greenwood: 


In general, the work of your boys and girls in the ele- 
mentary schools is very satisfactory. The spirit on the whole 
is pleasing. Nearly all pupils are going on to high school 
and in most instances they are doing creditable work. 


The total financial needs next year for school mainten- 
ance will be somewhat over $3,000 more than was spent in 
1957. Two thousand of this will be needed to pay tuition 
for an increased number of high school pupils at an increased 
per pupil cost. Approximately another thousand will be 
needed to pay the teachers in accordance with the state mini- 
mum salary law. 


However, the financial picture is much brighter than the 
above would indicate. Nearly two thousand dollars of addi- 
tional state funds were received this year, thus causing a 
very substantial balance. Your school committee is recom- 
mending that some of this balance be used to keep the 1958 
appropriation down. As you will notice below, the recom- 
mendation is $400 less than was raised last year. 


The Locke Mills School Lunch Kitchen project should 
continue to get town support. At present there is available 
the $500 appropriated last year plus a donation of $250 from 
Ekeo Foundation. If much of the work could be done as a 
community project, with donated labor, the above figures 
could well be nearly half of the total requirement. 


Other repairs considered for the coming year are to 
shingle part of the Locke Mills building and adequately light 
one classroom. 


I wish to express my appreciation for all assistance by 
those with whom I have worked for the betterment of the 
Greenwood schools. 
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Following are the recommendations of the school com- 
mittee. For School Maintenance—$22,000 (arrived at as 


follows) :
